AMENDMENT  TO  OIL.  GAS.  AND  MINERAL  LEASE 


This  Amendment  to  Oil,  Gas  and  Mineral  Lease  (this  "Amendment")  is  dated  the 
15th,  day  of  May,  2008,  and  is  an  amendment  to  that  certain  Oil,  Gas  and  Mineral  Lease  (the 
"Lease"),  dated  the  21st  day  of  December,  2007  by  and  between  Luminant  Mineral 
Development  Company,  LLC,  as  "Lessor,"  and  Quicksilver  Resources  Inc.,  as  "Lessee." 

RECITALS 

1.  The  Lease,  as  executed,  covers  and  includes  42.379  acres  of  land,  more  or  less,  in 
Tarrant  County,  Texas. 

2.  Exhibit  A  to  the  Lease  provides  a  legal  description  of  the  land  covered  by  the  Lease. 

3.  Lessor  and  Lessee  desire  to  further  amend  the  lease  by  including  an  additional 
4.2614  acres,  more  or  less,  in  the  lands  to  be  covered  by  the  Lease. 

Therefore,  for  good  and  valuable  consideration  received  and  acknowledged,  Lessor 
and  Lessee  hereby  agree  as  follows: 

Section  1.01.  Agreement  and  Amendment. 

(a)       The  estimated  number  of  acres  to  be  included  in  the  Lease  as  set  forth  in  the 
last  sentence  of  the  third  paragraph  of  the  introduction  of  the  Lease  will  be  replaced  so  that 
the  last  sentence  of  the  third  paragraph  of  the  introduction  of  the  Lease  reads  as  follows: 

"This  is  a  Lease  in  gross  and  not  by  the  acre  and  the  bonus  money  paid  shall  be 
effective  to  cover  all  such  lands  irrespective  of  the  number  of  acres  they  actually 
contain,  and  the  lands  included  within  the  terms  of  this  Lease  are  estimated  to 
comprise  46.6404  acres,  whether  they  actually  comprise  more  or  less."

This  Amendment  may  be  executed  in  one  or  more 
counterparts,  each  of  which  shall  be  deemed  an  original  but  all  of  which  together  shall 
constitute  one  and  the  same  document.
